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REPORT  OF  LOCAL  HEALTH  OFFICER 


Upper  Gloucester,  Feb.  24,  1923. 

We  have  had  thirteen  cases  of  scarlet  fever  in  town 
during  the  past  year. 

It  has  been  necessary  to  fumigate  the  schoolhouse  at 
Upper  Gloucester  three  times  and  the  one  at  Cobbs  Bridge 
once. 

A  report  of  whooping  cough  in  the  Shaker  School  was 
investigated  and  the  children  in  one  family  were  kept 
under  observation  for  a  short  time. 

There  is  a  case  of  typhoid  fever  at  the  State  School  for 
Feeble  Minded. 

A  few  nuisance  cases  have  been  investigated. 

There  are  no  known  cases  of  scarlet  fever  in  town  at  the 
present  time.

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REPORT   OF   THE   RED  CROSS 


To  the  citizens  of  New  Gloucester : 
We  submit  the  following  report : 

During  the  year  a  loan  closet  has  been  started  and  the 
following  articles  have  been  purchased  thus  far : — bed  pan, 
rubber  sheet,  douche  pan,  fountain  syringe  and  hot  water 
bag.    These  are  at  the  disposal  of  the  public. 

The  ladies  of  the  Red  Cross  had  a  tent  at  the  New 
Gloucester  and  Danville  Fair  which  proved  most  success- 
ful. 

Here  first  aid  was  rendered,  spring  water  was  served 
to  all  who  wished  it,  mothers  had  opportunity  to  bring 
the  babies  to  be  cared  for  or  put  to  sleep,  scales  were  pro- 
vided for  weighing  people  and  literature  was  given  out. 

Too  much  cannot  be  said  in  favor  of  the  work  which 
our  public  health  nurse  can  do  and  is  doing  for  our  town.. 

In  school  work,  physical  inspection  has  been  given  to 
each  child  in  all  New  Gloucester  schools  except  the  high 
school. 

She  found  nineteen  with  enlarged  tonsils,  eighty-eight 
with  defective  teeth  and  thirty-eight,  seven  pounds  or  more 
under  weight. 

In  each  case  the  parents  received  notice  of  the  physical 
defect. 

Much  bedside  work  has  been  done.  The  nurse  has  been 
present  at  two  operations  in  the  homes  and  three  confine- 
ment cases. 

Three  patients  have  been  taken  to  hospital  or  clinic  by 
nurse.  One  patient  frequently  being  taken  to  more  than 
one  clinic. 
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The  records  on  file  at  the  nurse's  office  show  over  100 
bedside  nursing  visits  have  been  made  in  New  Gloucester 
The  nurse  gave  general  care  at  each  visit. 

Besides  these,  the  nurse  has  made  many  instructive 
visits  to  expectant  mothers,  babies  under  one  year,  school 
children  and  patients  having  communicable  diseases. 

The  Red  Cross,  N.  E.  Division  Headquarters  requires 
that  the  nursing  service  records  of  the  three  towns,  Gray, 
North  Yarmouth  and  New  Gloucester  be  kept  as  one  dis- 
trict. 

The  total  number  of  all  visits  in  all  towns  during  the 
months  when  there  was  a  public  health  nurse  on  duty 
for  the  year  1922,  is  836.  The  nurse  states  that  at  least 
300  of  these  have  been  in  New  Gloucester. 

Three  lectures  on  Health  Subjects  have  been  given  in 
town  by  the  nurse. 

Frequent  visits  from  State  Supervisor  of  Red  Cross 
and  from  State  Health  Department — through  Red  Cross, 
have  been  made. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  town  continue  to  help 
pay  expenses  of  a  Public  Health  Nurse.

REPORT  OF  TRUSTEES  OF 
PUBLIC  LIBRARY 


The  wide  spread  interest  in  the  public  library  during 
the  past  year  has  been  gratifying  to  the  trustees. 

About  two  hundred  families  are  represented  upon  the 
librarian's  book.  The  patronage  has  been  increased,  to  a 
great  extent,  because  of  the  work  required  of  the  High 
School  pupils,  in  reading  and  reviewing  books,  from  a 
selected  list.  Such  co-operation  between  school  and  library 
is  to  be  desired  and  will  lead,  in  many  cases,  to  a  real 
love  of  good  reading.  One  great  need  now,  as  in  the  past, 
is  for  reference  books,  to  supplement  this  reading.  The 
expense,  however,  has  been  prohibitive. 

A  package  library  has  been  in  operation  in  the  Bald 
Hill  district  where  books  have  been  distributed,  thereby 
reaching  a  few  families,  who,  otherwise  would  not  have 
access  to  the  books  from  the  library. 

The  list  of  new  books,  for  the  year  is  smaller  than 
usual,  owing  both  to  the  cost  of  the  books  themselves  and 
to  the  fact  that  many  popular  volumes  have  become  worn 
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and  were  replaced.  The  trustees  have  omitted  from  this 
list  many  of  the  more  sensational  novels  of  the  day,  be- 
lieving that  such  do  not  appeal  to  the  majority  of  the 
readers. 

Some  of  the  magazines  which  are  not  to  be  bound  haye 
been  sent  to  the  town  farm,  where  reading  matter  is  much 
appreciated. 

The  boys  have  shown  their  interest,  by  placing  bird 
boxes  among  the  trees  upon  the  lawn.  During  the  coming 
summer  the  walk  must  be  repaired,  or  replaced  by  concrete 
and  it  may  be  necessary  to  paint  the  building.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Superintending  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of 
the  Town  of  New  Gloucester: 

I  beg  to  submit  the  following  school  report: 

You  are  aware  that  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  be  con- 
nected with  your  schools  during  only  a  part  of  the  past 
year.  I  feel  the  year  has  been  one  of  progress  and  general 
improvement.  For  these  results  the  greatest  credit  is  due 
to  those  who  have  in  the  past  held  the  advancement  of  good 
schools  so  near  to  their  hearts.  Everywhere  we  find  testi- 
monials to  the  careful  planning  and  earnest  work  of  Mr. 
Charles  E.  Varney.  The  schools  speak  well  for  his  interest 
and  efforts  in  their  behalf.  Your  present  corps  of  teachers, 
in  the  grasp  of  their  work  and  their  earnestness  for  the 
good  of  their  respective  schools,  deserve  the  greatest  praise. 

Add  to  the  above  the  efficiency  and  faithfulness  of  your 
School  Committee  and  the  support  and  stimulation  of  your 
intelligent  and  helpful  public  spirit,  and  the  year  has  of 
necessity  meant  better  things  in  the  way  of  opportunities 
and  accomplishments  for  education. 

To  all  the  above  factors,  I  wish  to  acknowledge  my  feel- 
ing of  obligation,  and  to  solicit  their  continued  co-opera- 
tion for  the  future. 

Altho  the  winter  term  has  been  somewhat  broken  by  in- 
terruption due  to  bad  storms  and  sickness,  the  schools  have 
stood  the  strain  as  well  as  in  any  of  our  neighboring  towns. 

There  are  some  things,  especially,  that  need  favorable 
mention.  In  the  first  place,  I  want  to  speak  of  the  Public 
Health  work  being  carried  on  in  the  schools  thru  the 
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agency  of  the  lied  Cross  supported  by  the  Town.  This 
work,  while  not  of  a  kind  to  attract  widespread  or  forceful 
attention  to  itself  by  spectacular  results  for  the  time  being, 
is  of  a  kind  which  will  prove  of  lasting  benefit  to  the 
children. 

The  examination  of  all  children  for  those  unnoticed  or 
untreated  handicaps,  such  as  bad  teeth,  adenoids  and  re- 
tarded growth  due  to  different  causes,  are  among  the  things 
which  come  under  the  observation  of  the  School  Nurse. 
Treatment  is  secured  from  a  competent  physician  by  the 
direction  and  with  the  approval  of  the  parents.  These  are 
investments  small  in  cost  which  will  pay  big  dividends  in 
health  and  efficiency  for  the  young  men  and  women  of  the 
immediate  future.  Improvement  in  the  school  work  of  the 
children  is  noticed  at  once.  A  detailed  report  of  the  re- 
sults of  Miss  Sherwood's  work  appears  elsewhere,  but  I 
could  not  refrain  from  expressing  appreciation  of  it  here. 

Next,  I  wish  to  speak  of  the  Music  in  the  schools.  Par- 
ents, by  all  means  take  time  to  visit  school  and  hear  the 
children  sing!  They  enjoy  it  and  they  appreciate  it. 
This  appreciation  of  good  music  and  the  ability  to  sing 
will  follow  them  thru  life.  It  is  a  fact,  not  always  appre- 
ciated, music  and  physical  exercises  interspersed  in  the 
regular  program  result  in  an  actual  saving  of  energy.  The 
relaxation  and  change  offered  by  a  period  of  music  and 
exercise  more  than  pay  for  themselves  by  the  increase  in 
effort  expended  during  the  rest  of  the  session  of  school. 

One  important  matter  which  should  receive  more 
thought  and  consideration  is  the  matter  of  consolidation  of 
schools.  This  is  an  end  which  can  be  successfully  pro- 
moted by  the  full  understanding  and  approval  of  all  whose 
interests  it  is  designed  to  serve. 

Why  should  not  all  children  have  the  advantages  of  the 
best  schools.  It  is  an  advantage  to  anyone  to  live  near  a 
small  school  or  rather  an  advantage  to  have  the  benefit  of 
good  transportation  to  schools  made  better  by  the  increas- 
ing number  of  pupils  and  an  ever  improving  grade  of 
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teachers?  Good  transportation  means  comfortable  convey- 
ance for  all  weather.  Properly  made  vehicles  are  warm 
and  light.  Rides  in  them  are  not  a  hardship,  and  they  are 
worth  the  cost. 

Can  any  one  afford  to  send  children  to  schools  where 
there  are  only  two  or  three  in  a  class,  and  so  many  classes 
that  the  teacher  cannot  give  her  best  to  any  of  them? 
Moreover,  we  always  find  as  our  teachers  improve  in  ex- 
perience and  efficiency  they  invariably  accept  the  schools 
where  they  can  do  justice  to  themselves  and  to  the  chil- 
dren. 

There  is  an  opportunity  for  co-operative  discussion  of 
these  subjects  in  the  meetings  of  the  Parent-Teachers' 
Association.  This  is  a  movement  for  everyone.  We  should 
all  get  behind  it  and  help.  Here  the  interests  of  all  are 
promoted  by  the  help  of  all. 

During  the  past  year,  you  have  availed  yourself  of  the 
services  of  a  Rural  Critic  or  Helping  Teacher.  This  teach- 
er visits  other  schools  than  her  own  on  Saturdays,  school 
being  kept  on  the  Saturday  of  her  visit  for  that  purpose. 
The  teacher  thus  visited  takes  some  school  day  following 
to  visit  the  school  of  the  Helping  Teacher.  This  is  prov- 
ing to  be  a  valuable  help.  Miss  Tenney  acting  as  helping 
teacher,  not  only  is  a  helpful  visitor,  but  her  own  school  is 
one  which  any  one  could  visit  with  profit  and  pleasure. 

The  Schools  at  the  Upper  and  Lower  Corners  have  the 
advantage  of  two  teachers  each.  Here  some  of  the  benefits 
of  fewer  grades  per  teacher,  together  with  larger  classes, 
can  be  seen.  Tho  accommodations  for  two  schools  at  these 
places  are  not  all  that  could  be  desired,  yet  each  is  a  great 
improvement  over  a  one-teacher  school. 

The  High  School  is  enjoying  an  especially  prosperous 
year.  The  Principal  and  each  of  the  Assistant  Teachers 
is  a  live  wire.  Teachers  and  pupils  are  working  har- 
moniously in  the  various  branches  of  school  activities 
which  go  to  make  up  a  successful  High  School. 

The  matter  of  repairs  on  both  the  High  School  and  the

Common  Schools  will  require  some  attention  the  coming 
year. 

There  is  need  of  paint  for  the  High  School  Building 
and  Stable,  as  well  as  some  repairs  on  the  interior  of  the 
Stable.  The  High  School  also  needs  the  installation  of  new 
toilets  to  conform  with  the  State  Law,  as  well  as  for  the 
general  improvement  of  conditions  around  the  building. 

In  order  that  all  Rural  Schools  may  conform  to  the 
Law  by  Sept.  1,  1924,  it  would  seem  advisable  to  take  care 
of  the  out-buildings  of  at  least  two  of  these  during  the 
coming  summer.  Several  buildings  need  paint  and  other 
general  repairs. 

In  closing,  let  me  thank  all  those  of  the  School  Commit- 
tee, teachers,  parents  and  pupils  who  have  worked  so  earn- 
estly for  the  improvement  of  schools.  To  them  much 
credit  is  due,  and  on  their  continued  help  will  rest  much 
of  the  hope  of  future  growth.

REPORT  OF  THE 
PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL 


To  the  Superintending  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of 
New  Gloucester : 

In  my  High  School  report  I  wish  to  mention  some  things 
of  interest  to  those  friends  who  believe  that  true  education 
is  to  develop  the  boys  and  girls  mentally,  morally  and 
physically  to  be  better,  more  useful,  more  active  and  hence 
more  successful  citizens. 

Our  school  opened  with  forty-two  pupils.  Unfortu- 
nately we  lost  two  students  on  account  of  ill  health.  Three 
new  ones  came  in  so  now  we  have  forty-three.  The  school 
has  been  somewhat  broken  up  by  sickness  and  storms. 

In  athletics  our  boys  have  shown  much  interest.  Last 
Fall  many  of  them  were  out  competing  in  the  different 
runs  and  several  showed  considerable  ability  and  willing- 
ness to  work.  This  winter  we  have  tried  to  develop  a 
basketball  team  and  are  quite  proud  of  the  success  our 
boys  have  had.  Out  of  ten  games  played  we  have  lost  only 
two,  one  to  Windham  and  one  to  Greely.  Many  of  the  girls 
have  shown  more  spirit  than  most  schools  of  its  size  and 
although  it  has  been  impossible  to  get  out  enough  girls  for 
two  teams,  they  have  played  five  games  and  won  the  last 
two.  They  have  developed  wonderfully  and  are  doing 
very  well  for  girls  who  have  never  taken  part  in  physical 
competition  before. 

This  Spring  we  hope  to  have  a  track  team  that  may 
bring  us  some  honor  in  competition  with  other  schools. 

We  have  in  our  school  a  fine  lot  of  boys  and  girls. 
If  we  could  only  have  for  them  the  advantages  many 
schools  have  or  even  those  things  we  need  so  badly  it  would 
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be  much  easier  to  secure  results  and  development  would 
be  increased  manifold. 

We  need  water  in  the  building  for  laboratory  purposes, 
for  general  health  and  as  a  (protection  against  fire.  We 
need  our  cellar  cleaned  out  so  as  to  have  more  available 
room  for  home  economics,  or  agricultural  training.  We 
need  a  gymnasium  handy  where  the  boys  and  girls  can  go 
for  physical  training  at  regular  intervals.  Such  a  build- 
ing would  be  a  wonderful  addition  to  our  school  and  town. 
At  the  present  time  we  have  to  resort  to  various  ways  to 
earn  money  to  support  athletics.  If  physical  development 
is  worth  while  why  doesn't  the  town  support  or  partly 
support  it  with  a  little  nest  egg  to  start  with? 

We  need  a  better  understanding  of  the  course  of  study 
in  both  primary  and  secondary  schools  which  will  be  taken 
up  in  detail  in  our  parent-teachers  meetings.  We  hope 
many  parents  and  friends  will  attend  these  meetings. 
We  know  it  is  impossible  to  do  everything  at  once  but  with 
your  hearty  co-operation  and  interest  at  least  some  per- 
manent improvements  will  be  made  each  year  until  in  the 
near  future  we  will  have  not  only  a  standard  high  school 
but  one  of  the  best  equipped  schools  of  its  size  in  the  state, 
capable  of  giving  your  boys  and  girls  the  development  they 
need.

IN  MEMORIAM 


ELIZABETH  FIELD  1IICKS 

It  is  fitting  that  (lie  Trustees  of  the  Library  should 
put  on  record  their  appreciation  and  esteem  of  a  valued 
co-worker,  and  it  is  equally  true  that  all  the  citizens  of 
the  town  will  join  in  words  of  praise  for  her  valued 
service.  .In- the  early  days  of  the  Library  she  was  its 
friend  and  advocate  and  never  ceased  to  use  time, 
thought  and  money  for  its  welfare.  Mrs.  Hicks  was 
born  in  Houlton,  Maine,  the  daughter  of  Hiram  and 
Mary  Field,  her  father  being  Government  Inspector  of 
Forts,  serving  on  the  esatern  border.  While  still  very 
young  her  mother  died,  and  her  father  being  transferred 
to  the'  far  West,  she  was  brought  up  by  relatives.  As 
a  young  woman  she  spent  several  years  in  Boston  where 
she  found  as  friends  many  people  of  ability,  whose  in- 
fluence brought  her  into  the  famous  New  England 
Woman's  Club.  Later  on  returning  to  New  Gloucester 
she  was  married  to  Mr.  Samuel  Hicks,  and  for  many 
years  gave  of  her  best  to  every  progressive  and  enter- 
prising movement  of  the  town.  Long  before  Woman's 
Suffrage  became  popular  she  had  in  her  own  mind  the 
most  reasonable  arguments  for  its  success.  She  was 
fearless  in  advocating  reforms  even  when  she  was  in  the 
minority.  She  was  wonderfully  efficient  and  could  do  a 
surprising  amount  of  work  in  a  given  time.  In  summer, 
for  several  years  her  home  was  filled  by  people  from 
the  cities  who  still  remember  with  great  pleasure  the 
friendly  and  intellectual  intercourse,  as  well  as  the  bene- 
fit of  a  well  ordered  home.  From  its  first  inception  she  was 
greatly  interested  in  the  Library  and  was  on  its  board 
of  Trustees  practically  all  the  time  till  her  death.  The 
new  building,  the  acquisition  of  books,  up-to-date  meth- 
ods, all  were  of  interest,  but  the  drudgery  of  catalogu- 
ing, the  arranging  and  moving,  occupied  days  and  weeks 
of  her  time.  The  card  catalogue  was  not  deemed  neces- 
sary by  the  other  Trustees,  but,  foreseeing  the  growth  of 
the  Library,  making  the  change  more  difficult,  she  pro- 
vided the  necessary  cabinet,  etc.,  from  her  own  purse. 
This  wisdom  on  her  part  is  appreciated  by  present  day 
workers.  She  delighted  to  be  with  books,  and  often  said 
they  were  her  best  friends,  while  her  mind  and  heart  de- 
manded the  best.  She  was  discerning,  far-seeing  and 
thoughtful  for  the  needs  of  the  public,  and  has  left  with 
those  who  were  her  friends  and  fellow  workers,  the  mem- 
ory of  one  who  put  service  to  others  at  the  front,  and 
used  all  her  talents  for  the  uplift  and  progress  of  those 
about  her.
